A common Bruit hath tickled ſo much the Fanc y 
of {ome Women, that they have been |nntten by 
Hear-lay. Fame plays the part of an Amorous

Others, unjuſtly Jealous, are ſo ſevere againſt 
thoſe they ſuſpeR, thar they will not allow their 
Ladies ſo much as to ſpeak, and lock or leer upon 
them : By which Madneſs and Folly they do not 
only incenſe the Women, but make them twitter 
afrer thoſe, whom before they minded not : That 
Fear that Firks, nay Tormenrs a man's Soul, leſt 
his Miſtreſs ſhould twwine about:the Liwby,or min- 
gle with the Embraces of another Man ; I ſay that 
Fear doth infinuate that his Perſon is more Vertu- 
ous, and more Deſerving, than himſelf is: And 
the more he doth Detra&t from another, the leſs 
he's Believ'd, by his Miſtrels, though he {peaks 
Truth; Nay, ſhe conceives a greater Opinion of
